W. I. FREDERICKS BANGED. 


‘He Murdered Three Men Besides Cash 
é ier Herrick. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, July 26.—Wm. 
Frederick, who murdered Cashier Wm. A. 
Herrick in an attempt to rob the San 
Francisco Savings Union Bank in March, 
1894, will be hanged at San Quentin to-day. 
Fredeficks is one of the most daring des- 

eradoes in California. As an associate of 

vans and Sontag, the train robbers, he 
took part in some of the most sensational 
crimes that were ever committed in the 
State. He is known to have murdered three 
men. 

While serving a term in the Penitentiary 
at Folsom he conspired with a number of 
other desveradoes „ lead a jail break. At 
the expiration of his senten :e ‘redericks 
s mugg ted a number of weapons in the pris- 
on, and in the outbreak that followed three 
convicts were killed. A few months later 
‘Fredericks killed a brakeman in Nevada 
County who attempted to put him off a 
freight train, and when Sheriff Pasco tried 
to capture him, Fredericks killed him. 

After he was convicted and sentenced to 
be hanged for the murder of Cashier Her- 
rick, Fredericks feigned insanity, but a few 
weeks ago he gave up hope of commutation 
of sentence and since then he discussed his 
fate stoically .

Paddy McNichols, a well-known pickpock- 
et, made a bold and successful break for 
liberty from the First District Police Court 
Friday.

IMPROVING THE MISSOURI 


Annual Report Showing the Work of 
the Commission. 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—The annual re- 
port of the Missouri River Commission, 
showing the work performed during the 
past fiscal year on the Missouri and its 
tributaries, has been received by the chief 

engineers. The report shows the ex- 
oe ares on this work for the year to have 
n as follows: Missouri River, $533,979; 
Gasconade River, $2,641; e River, $9,993. 
There is still available for the work on the 
ri, $745,784; on the Gasconade, $2,960, 

and on the Osage, 952,066. 

The ater part of the work was done 
on what is designated as the first reach of 
the Missouri, extending from the head of 
Murray Head to the mouth of the river, 
a distance of 155 miles. Upon this section 
of the m the commission is engaged 
in son out a systematic and continuous 
improvement, reveting the shores when 
necessary, constructing dykes, and building 
contraction works. The first forty-five miles 
to the mouth of the Gasconade has been 
the scene of most of the work the t 

ear. jal effort has been us to 
hold the current of the ‘stream against 
bluffs, when they can be found. 

The commissioners say on the forty-five- 
mile stretch included much difficult naviga- 
tion, but they express the opinion that it 
has been brought fairly under control, and 
although the final results cannot be an- 
nounced, still everything indicates to them 
that they will be of great value and im- 
portance. “The work of the coming year 
will be to complete the rectification of this 
part of the river, and after that shall be 
done, one or two years must elapse before 
the new shore lines will be sufficiently built

It is to be hoped that the Duestrow 
case, which goes to trial at Union, will 
be brought to a speedy conclusion on 
its merits. 

A year and a half have passed since 
Duestrow committed the terrible crimes 
for which he is just brought to answer 
in a court of justice.

ANOTHER INDIAN BUTCHERY. 


Federal troops have been ordered to 
Jackson's Hole, Wyo., and the situation 
is ripe for another wholesale murder of 
Indians. 

The pins have all been set up for the 
bloody intervention of the military. The 
Indians are on the War path, and the 
news from the sene of trouble is full of 
rumors of conflicts and of, direful de *scrip- 
tions of the dangers . which beget the 
white settlers and of the ferocious in- 
tentions of the redskins. The Federal 
officers will prohably be persuaded that 
nothing but bullets will save the whites 
from massacre, and the work of extermi- 
nation will begin.. It will be pleaded 
that this ts necessary. a 

But why is it necessary? Why are the 
Indians on the war path breathing threat- 
ening and slaughtér against the whites? 
Who were the aggressors? 

The Indians were peaceable until some 
white roughs arrested a lot of them 
for killing game which. was against the 
law, but was permissible under their 
treaty, and when the arrested Indians 
tried to escape shot them down. The 
number of Indians killed is variously 
reported at from four to seventeen. The 
only one in the party known td have 
been spared was a papoose who could not 
try to escape. 

The Indians would be more than human 
if they did not resent such wanton bytch- 
ery. If the authorities want to act

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SECRETARY MORTON'S TOMMYROT. 


In his latest epistolary outbreak Sec- 

retary Morton attempts to strengthen his 
gold standard by supposing a case. He 
supposes in his humorous way that six- 
teen men have $1,000 worth of silver and 
one man has $1,000 worth of gold in the 
same hotel and the hotel burns Mown. 
He then shows that the sixteen men with 
silver money can get only half its money 
value for the melted silver bullion found 
in the ashes, whereas the man with gold 
money can get full value for his lump of 
bullion. He then asks if the commodity 
value of the money metal does not make 
a difference. 
No one denies that it does. But as 
Secretary Morton triumphantly remarks 
at the close of the letter. Only the people 
of the United States by their generally 
expressed desire for a thing can create a 
demand for it.“ That is precisely the 
point. When the demand for silver. is 
the same as that for gold not only in the 
arts but at the mints; in other words, 
when the Government expresses the peo- 
ple’s desire for it as coined money the 
commodity value and money value of si- 
ver will be the same, just as is now the 
case with gold. 

But carry Secretary Morton's supposi- 
tion further. If it is good to prove that 
silver under present conditions is worse 
money than gold because after going 
through the fire it is worth less, what 
does it prove regarding bank notes? 

It the $17,000 which Secretary Morton 
supposes to have beeh burned had con- 
sisted of bank notes the owners would 
not have been able to get one-tenth of 
one mill for the ashes. They would have 
been destroyed and as completely lost 
as if the banks which promised to pay 
their face value in coin had lost all power 
to redeem their promises. 

Yet this promise-to-pay money which | 
may be utterly destroyed by fire or a col- 
lapse of credit in a general panic and 
which is based on a small reserve of 
gold easily cornered or hidden away, is 
the kind of money the Administration 
seeks to substitute for all forms of gur - 
réency except a gold reserve“ and silver 
small change. They Want it expanded to 
meet all the currency needs of the people 
when the banks now with thelr limited 
olreulation, hold ouly seven cents of gold 
for each dollar in notes.

The Child Who Eseaped the Blows 
of the Butchers at

CARROLLZON, Moa, July %—As the 
crimson-stained story of the cold-blooded 
murder of the Meeks family at a lonely spot 
on Jenkins Hill, Linn County, at midnight 
of May 10, 18%, is being unfolded tn the 
little brick Court-house that stands in the 
maple grove of the public square of Car- 
roliton, men, women and children from 
the surrounding country are flocking here 
to see the noted defendants—Wm. P. and 
George ©. Taylor, the brothers who are 


charged with the horrible crime. 
The little court is crowded 
„ and the same absorbing interest 
in the case that was manifested at the 
former trial is ng maintained in the 
present one. The sex with their usual 
curiosity obtain seats in the court room 
early and remain all day in the sweltering 
heat and vitiated atmosphere. The 400 
witnesses in the case that have come here 
from Linn and Sullivan Counties have been 
excluded from the court room during the 
trial, led to nger 
urt yard within 
of the call of the deputy sheriff ; 
from the window. Among these witnesses 
are old, gray headed men and women, and 
rs men and young women, and small 
ys, all of whom have something to tell 
for or aginst the Taylors. Altogether this 
famous trial has infused bustle and life 
into the otherwise summer monotony of this 
quiet little town. 
The State is making a much stronger case 


against the Taylors at this trial than was 
made at the first trial in March. The weak 
spots in the chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence that is being woven round the pris- 
oners are being strengthened by additional 
testimony. Stronger proof is forthcoming 
to break down the alibi of the Taylors. 
One of the dark clouds that is hovering over 
the heads of the defendants is the piling up 

of testimony showing that they had re- 

peatedly threatened to kill Gus Meeks in 
order to prevent him from testifying against 
them in the cattle stealing case. 


The most important testimony on the 
— of the State so far was that given 
the mother of the murdered man, Gus 
eeks, wired to the late edition of the 
Post-Dispatch; Mrs. Meeks swore positive- 
ly that the * Brothers took her son 
and his fam away to Milan ma wagon 
on the night of the murder. : 

In answer to questions she said: Tes, 
I mow George and William Taylor. They 
came to my house one night about two 
weeks before the murder, after church 
service. George came in and William 
stayed to take care of his horses. 
George went after him. He was gore eo~> 
little time. They wanted Gus to go with 
them, but he would not. George weat due 
again for William, and they came in and 
sat in the front room. I heard Gus tell 
Bill that nothing less than $1,000 would put 
him back where he was, and Bill w e 
cause of his trouble. They wanted Gus to 
leave the country on acount of his bein 
a witness against Bill. They left about 
o'clock. I saw Bill at the house several 
times afterward, but he never came in 
again. Gus went to Cera on the Tuesday 
before they took him away on Thursday. 
On the night of the murder I saw George 
Taylor ween 11 and 12 o’clock. We had 
all lain down with our clothes on. en 
George called he asked if they were ready. 
He went to the door of the m and 
said that Bill was out with the team; that 
it would not do to stop the team. Bill 
then came back with the team and Gus 
and Dora and the children went out and

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, July 2%.—Ho 


Tung, a Chinese banker of Hong Kong, who 


figured in the unsuccessful negotiations in 
England to float the Chinese war loan, ar- 
rived from the Orient on the steamer City 


of Peking and is en route to New York and 


London. In discussing the effects of the 
war, he says the official days of Li Hung 


Chang are numbered and inclines to the be- 


lief that the country may be engulfed in a 
revolution. He bases his prediction of in- 


ternal strife not only upon the general dis- 
content of the people but upon the super- 
stition of the masses. 

“If a revolution does arise,” he said, “I 
think a little book published about 490 years 
ago will be one of the causes in an indirect 
way.
